The enligh- 
tenment which I obtained at the university 
has done me good service in after Ufa If I 
have been led into actions which my wife or 
my friends have seen cause to condemn, I 
have always succeeded in proving to my own 
n&sfaction, if my conduct did not conform 
to one code of morals, that it could easily be 
nnared with a different set of ethical rules. 
How few persons have reached a similar po 
ritioa of moral indifference and (I may add) 
ot-phUosophical fairness! 


A CASK THAT JTZZLED HBt 


Myself I never ask is this right! or is it 


wrong? But I love to explore the motives of 
human conduct, I am puzzled more by the 
behavior of persons who more in polite so- 
ciety than by the untaught and unreflecting 
mass of mankind. I can understand why a 
orunken man throws a parafEne lamp at a 
wife who wishes to deprive him of part of the 
money which he has earned by the sweat of 
hi* brow. 1 can explain the mistake of a 
slcrkwho forges his employer's name on a 
blank check; he miscalculates the chances of 
detection. I can guess why some tradesmen 
carry out their bargains without any attempt 
to take advantage of their customers. They 
believe that in tho long run a good charac- 
ter Is worth more to them than the fortui- 
tous and irregular profits they might secure 
by a diForant policy. But I am puzzled when 
I have to account for the doings of fashion- 
able men and women.

sage from a recent newspaper. A gentleman 
who it popularly reputed to possess enormous 
wealth has just left this country, and his de- 
parture from Boston was made the occasion 
Of a mighty demonstration: "The hero of the 
lay had awaiting Mm a tremendous recep- 
tion. Serried humanity was in a state of 
boisterous enthusiasm, and it was with diffi- 
Wlty that he made his way through the dense 
wncourse. The colonel was in jovial spirits;

rery plaasmg to him. Scores crowded round 
him to'-ay good-by and to shower upon him 
Battering compliments. At the same tune 
he was inundated with telegrams and letters 
from thota who wore unable personally to at- 
tend the imposing levee."

Many of them yon 
lay were loafers and idlers who would do 
anything to pass the tune. True; but the 
Crowd contained many others who were do- 
cintly dressed, persons of some pretensions 
la their different positions in life, who had 
come a long way in order to catch one

b* U, I believe; but why should I care bow 
good be belt be be no good for me? And 
bow many of that crowd knew or cared 
whether he was good fellow or rank curmud- 
geon f He has been introduced in the highest 
drcta* Of society, presented to very great 
persona, feted himself and allowed to fete 
other*; not because ho has done anything 
praiseworthy, but simply because he is be- 
lieved to bo wealthy. If you say that Lady 
Bareacres bos been civil to him because her 
lord Wishes to be put up to a good thing in 
gold mines, I can excuse and applaud her 
folicy.

It the rich man has a marriageable daugh- 


ter or a susceptible son and heir, then thero 
b every reason why he should be petted in 
Bdgravia, If he gives away bis money 
freely to the institutions which for some 
reason or other nave been called charitable, 
then the persons whose income or social im- 
portance la involved in their success do well 
to tout for his subscription. If be is n man 
known to use bis money for the advancement 
of friends or the ruin of enemies, then it 
becomes a matter of prudence to be placed in 
his good books. Nothing of this kind is 
known about him. All that is known (and 
that Is only guessed) is that he is one of the 
richest men of the world. You and I, sir, 
•re expected to bow down and worship him. 
We are to read about him in the newspapers;

it b that and nothing else; not oven the qual- 
ities which constitute a money maker. It is 
not even the lower form of worship which is 
generally known as toadyism. What is it, 
sir, that makes society worship its pluto- 
crat hero? And what does the plutocrat hero 
think of the society which worships hunt—

THE BRIDE OF ABEN ABED. 


An Echo oi SIoorLrti Bomanee Still Haunt- 


ing Seville. 


Aben Abed, the Moorish king of Granada, 


who succeeded his father, Al Motadhid tho 
Cruel, in 1069, lives in the history pf Spain 
as one of its most romantic figures. Poetry 
was his pastime; poets were his favorites and 
ins ministers. His misfortunes, his banish- 
ment and death still touch a chord of sym- 
pathy in the breasts of all to whom his check- 
ered career is known. The most romantic 
episode in it, a story historically true, is his 
meeting with his future queen. 


One evening the king was wandering with 


Ben-Amar, the poet, and his chief favorite, 
along the bank of the Guadalquiver, near the 
place where the Silver tower then stood, and 
where tho Faseo with its handsome quays 
now affords the favorite promenade to mod- 
ern Sovilliana. A gentle breeze was playing 
on the surface of the river, ruffling it into a 
multitude of wavelets that sparkled in the 
evening sun. 


The wind and sun upon the stream 
Lite burnished mail have made it gleam, 


;he prince exclaimed, improvising the first 
jart of a couplet, which he challenged his 
friend to complete. Ben-Amar hesitated,,, 
and before he had tune to answer, one of the 
Moorish girls who had come down to draw 
water and stood beside them with her full 
pitcher balanced on her head responded to 
the challenge: 


And were the frost to lend his aid, 
What smith had stronger mail ere madeW 


Such readiness in improvising was certain 


in itself to impress the prince, but when ho 
turned to the authoress of the couplet and 
found her looks as attractive as her wit, ho 
foil passionately in lovo and ordered her 


bo conveyed forthwith to the alcazar 


Thither ho himself hastened, eager to learn 


name and circumstances. She was called 


Etamid, she told him, and was the slave of 
Romine, the muleteer. Nothing battled by 
her low origin, Aben-Abed rtp+crmined to 
buy her liberty and make her his queen. 
This strange union did not turnout unhap- 
pily. Itamfd's constant gayety and love of 
music and poetry were well fitted to make her 
royal husband happy; while her devoted at- 
tachment to him in his days of misfortune 
shows that her nature was not without its 
noble side. But her caprices -were endless, 
and the king's indulgence of them was the 
source of constant scandal to the more sen 
ous of his courtiers. 


Numerous stories of these have come down 


to us, and if not all true they are probably 
at least characteristic. One will suffice as a 
specimen. Tho lon|? and queen were in Cor- 
dova one February, when there occurred 
what is still a rare phenomenon in Spain—a 
shower of snow. The queen stood in a win- 
dow in the palace watching the snow flakes 
fall thick and heavy, till the whole ground 
was covered with a mantle of dazzling white. 
After gazing for some time at n scene to her 
at once so novel and so beautiful, she burst into 
tears. The fang was at her side in a moment, 
tenderly asking the cause of her grief. ."Thou 
dost not love me as I lovo thes," she an- 
swered, "else hadst thoa taken mo to some 
of those far off lands where thoy tell me the 
earth often dons this mantle of spotless 
snow." The king kissed an ay her tears and 
assured her that she should have snore m the 
palace to her heart's content, and sending 
over the whole country side he collected the 
white blossoms of the almond trees, then in 
full bloom, and made his slaves shower them 
down like snow over the gardens of the pal- 
ace.—Macimilan's Magazine.

The province of the author is to entertain, 


to amuse, to instruct, to elevate, to sympa- 
thize with and to strengthen humanity. To 
accomplish this with so vast an audience as 
the world offers, a variety of methods must 
be employed.

The deeper 
experiences of mature bf e have a place in 
literature when those experiences serve to 
elevate and honor, kindness and unselfishness 
in tho reader's mind—as life, the great real- 
ist, elevates them in the eyes of every dis- 
cerning being.

novel in which occurred a realistic descrip- 
tion of a temptation hl.e hor own and its con- 
sequent e\ ils. But base and unmoral actions 
should be suggested, never dwelt upon or 
dignified by detail. 


There is a proper place in literature for the 


delineation of a great and loyal though mis- 
directed passion; thero ^ no place for the 
portrayal of licentiousness. 


A lesson can be conveyed in describing the 


steps by which the youth was led to the as- 
signation, but not in relating the interview 
itself. 


A murder described in detail incites more 


murders of a like kind. Tho horrible and 
disgusting should be passed ovoi as quickly as 
possible, the beautiful and noble lingered 
upon in literature as in life.—Ella Wheeler 
Wilcoi in New York Herald.
